The annual Fall Roundup is now 
in full swing!

PURSUE RECORD GOAL IN 1966 FALL ROUNDUP CAMPAIGN 


COUNCIL SETS TARGET OF 18,000 NEW BOYS 
TO BE RECRUITED BY END OF YEAR 


The Chicago Area Council’s 1966 “Years of Decision” boy membership 
goal has been set at 68,168 registered Scouts. Calculating the August 1 enroll- 
ment and anticipated losses due to reregistration, 18,000 new boys must be 
recruited during the roundup. 

Unit leaders are asked to pledge their units to recruit 
ten or more boys between September 1 and December 31. 
Pledge cards will allow them to pledge more or less than 
ten boys, if they so choose. According to Roundup Chair- 
man Harvey G. Foster, Vice President—Chicago, Ameri- 
can Airlines, units pledging to recruit by September 15 
and accomplishing their goal by December 31 will be 
given credit for 20 Achievement Plan points. Unit prog- 
ress charts will be provided for each unit to list the names 
of new boy prospects and Scouts recruited. If each unit 
recruits ten new boys, the result will enable the Council 
to reach its roundup goal for the fifth consecutive year. 

Remember—most interested boys will not join the 
Scouts unless asked to do so. It is, therefore, necessary for Scouting’s active 
members to take the initial step and invite boys into the Scouting movement. 
It is in such a manner that boys will have the opportunity to participate in 
the fun and adventure of Scouting. Chairman Foster encourages unit mem- 
bers, to invite prospective Scouts to meetings and allow them to take part in 
the program. He futher advises that not only must new boys be recruited but 
that Scouts absent from recent meetings must be contacted and encouraged 
to return. Parents of Scouts should also be reminded of the need for empha- 
sizing Scouting.
